DAMODAR VALLEY CORPORATION 

Dated, the 19 th September 1964 

No. 56 — In exercise of the powers conferred by Sec- 
tion 60 of the Damodar Valley Corporation Act, 1948 
(14 of 1948) the Corporation hereby makes, with the 
previous sanction of the Central Government, the fol- 
lowing further amendments to the Damodar Valley Cor- 
poration Service Regulations, published under the Notifi- 
cation of the Damodar Valley Corporation No. 5 dated 
the 28th January 1957, namely : — 

In the Damodar Valley Corporation Service Regula- 
tions 

1. For Regulation 39, the following Regulation shall 
be substituted, namely : — 

“Regulation 39 — For the purpose of calculat- 
ing Travelling Allowance, employee are divid- 
ed into four classes with effect from the 22nd 
July 1963, as follows : — 

(i) The first class includes all employees in receipt 
of actual pay of Rs. 800 or more per mensem. 

(ii) The second class includes all employees in re- 
ceipt of actual pay of Rs. 220 or more but not 
exceeding Rs. 799 per mensem. 

(iii) The third class includes all employees the 
maximum of whose pay scale exceeds Rs. 110 
and whose actual pay is less than Rs. 220 per 
mensem. 

(iv) The fourth class includes all employees the 
maximum of whose pay scale does not exceed 
Rs. 110 per mensem. 

Provided that in the cases of employees, who draw 
pay in the old scales of pay which prevailed prior to the 
1st September 1961, the classification in force prior to 
the 22nd July 1963, as detailed below, shall apply • —

(i) The first class includes all employees in receipt 
of actual pay exceeding Rs. 750 per mensem. 

(ii) The second class includes all employees in re- 

ceipt of actual pay exceeding Rs. 200 per 
mensem but not exceeding Rs. 750 per 

mensem. 

(iii) The third class includes all employees in re- 

ceipt of actual pay exceeding Rs. 60 per 
mensem but not exceeding Rs. 200 per 

mensem. 

(iv) The fourth class includes all employees in re- 
ceipt of actual pay not exceeding Rs. 60 per 
mensem. 

Note : (i) The class of a re-employed pensioner 
shall be determined in accordance with 
the pay actually received from time to 
time if pension is held in abeyance dur- 
ing the period of re-employment. Where 
pension is drawn in addition to pay, the 
re-employed pensioner shall, for the pur- 
poses of this Regulation, be deemed to 
be in receipt of actual pay equivalent to 
his pay on re-employment plus the pen- 
sion subject to the- condition that if the 
total of such pay plus pension exceeds 
the pay of the post if it is on a fixed rate 
of pay, or the maximum pay of the post 
if it is on a time scale of pay, such ex- 
cess shall be ignored. 

(ii) The amount of pension to be taken into 
account shall be the amount originally 
sanctioned, i,e„ before commutation if 
any, and shall also include the pension- 
ary equivalent of death -cum-retirement 
gratuity, if any : Provided that the pen- 
sion drawn by a re-employed pensioner 
who is a pensioner from Burma or Pak- 
istan shall not fonn part of actual pay 
for the purpose of this Regulation.” 
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2. For Regulation 43, the following Regulation shall 
be substituted, namely : — 

“Regulation 43 — Daily allowance of an em- 
ployee shall be admissible at the rates pres- 
cribed below :

3. In Regulation 44, for the words “five, miles”, the 
words ‘'eight Kilometers” shall be substituted. 

4. In Regulation 47, for the figures and word “20 
miles" wherever they occur, the figures and word “32 
Kilometers” shall be substituted. 

5. In Regulation 48, for the figures and word “20 
miles” the figures and word “32 Kilometers” shall be 
substituted. 

6. In item I of Regulation 49, for the expressions 
“-/8/- per mile", "-/6/t per mile", “-/2/6 per mile" 
and 1/6 per mile”, the following figures and words 
shall respectively be substituted, namely 

“32 paise per Kilometer. 

24 paise per kilometer. 

10 paise per kilometer, 

6 paise per kilometer.” 

7. In item II of Regulation 49, under the head ‘A, 
BY RAIL’, in clause (2), for the figures and words 
"12 pies per mile”, "8 pies per mile” and “4 pies per 
mile,” the following figures and words shall respectively 
be substituted, namely : — - 

“35 paise per every 10 kilometers or part 

thereof .if it exceeds 5 kilometers, 

24 paise per every ,10 kilometers or part 

thereof if it exceeds 5 kilometers. 

13 paise per every 10 kilometers or part 

thereof if it exceeds 5 kilometers.” 

8. In item II of Regulation 49, under the head ‘B. 
BY ROAD’, for the figures and words “21 annas per 
mile”, "2 anngs per mile”, “14 annas per mile” and 
"1 anna per mile”, the following- figures and words shall 
respectively be substituted, namely : — 

“10 paise per kilometer. 

8 paise per kilometer. 

6 paise per kilometer. 

4 paise per kilometer." 


9. In Regulation 49, in item II, under the head ‘C. 
BY AIR”, for clause (I), the following clause shall be 
substituted, namely : — 

“(l) An employee of the First Class authoris- 
ed by the Corporation to travel by air is entit- 
led for journeys on tour in India to a mileage 
allowance equal to one standard air fare for 
the journey between the two places plus an 
allowance for incidental expenses at one-fifth 
of the standard air fare limited to a maximum 
of Rs. 30 for each journey. An employee in 
receipt of actual pay of Rs. 1,600 per month 
and above may travel by air at his discretion. 
An employee of a class lower than the First 
Class authorised to travel by air on tour is 
entitled to one standard air fare for the jour- 
ney plus the allowance for incidental expenses 
in respect of a journey by rail or steamer in 
the case of journey between stations connected 
by rail, or by sea, as the case may be, and 
half the mileage by road in the case of a 
journey between stations connected by road, to 
which he would have been entitled had he 
travelled by the surface route or one-fifth of 
the standard air fare limited to a maximum of 
Rs. 30 for each journey, whichever is less : 

Provided that if at either end of the journey by air, 
an employee has to perform a connected journey by 
rail, road, or steamer, he may draw the mileage allow- 
ance admissible for such journeys subject to the condi- 
tions laid down in clause (b) of Regulation 47; 

Provided further that no mileage allowance may be 
drawn in respect of the surface transport which forms 
part of the air journey and is included in the fare paid 
for the air journey. 

Note (i) If available, return tickets at reduced rates 
should always be purchased when an officer 
expects to perform the return journey by air 
within the period during which a return 
ticket is available. The mileage allowance 
for the forward and the return journeys 
when such return tickets are available will, 
however, be the actual cost of the return 
ticket plus an allowance for incidental ex- 
penses calculated under clause (1) above, as 
for a single journey each way. 

(ii) ’Standard air fare’ means the actual single 
journey air fare payable for the service by 
which the journey is performed. 

(iii) All expenditure incurred in connection with 
the booking of air passages should be borne by 
the employee concerned and should not be 
charged on the Corporation. This decision 
will not, however, apply to those employees 
who are allowed to draw only actual expenses 
in connection with air travel.” 

10. In Regulation 52, for the figures and words “5 
miles”, “10 miles” and “20 miles” the figures and 
words “8 kilometers”, "16 kilometers” and “32 kilo- 
meters” shall respectively be substituted. 

11. In Regulation 54, in clause (c) — 

(i) In the table in Sub-clause (i) for the existing 
entries in the second and third columns in their 
serial order, the following entries shall respec- 
tively be substituted, namely : — - 

“1500 kilograms 2240 kilograms 
750 kilograms 1120 kilograms 
450 kilograms 560 kilograms 
115 kilograms 190 kilograms. 

(ii) In Sub-clause (iii), for the figures and word 
“80 miles", the figures and word "150 kilo- 
meters" shall be substituted. 

The clauses 2 to 8 and 10 and 11 of this Notification 
shall be deemed to have come into force with effect 
from the 8th November 1962.
